the largest awarded by a railroad .com- 
pany in many years, and when

pleted it will afford a means of con- 
necting the Pecos Valley and El Paso 
branches of the Stant Fe, and thereby 
shortening the distance between Chic- 
ago and San Francisco, by way 6t: the 
Santa Fe route,-more than 200'mires. 
' One great advantage of-the. out'off 
will be in avoiding the high grades' of 
the 
Raton 
Mountains, through the 


southern part of Colorado, and-also the 
.steep grades of tho Glorieta range,.over 
which cost of operation .is-the heaviest 
on the Santa Fe road system, because 
of the great amount o[ pulling power 
required to snake trains along 
the 


tracks. It was stated yesterday that 
the plan of the Santa Fe officials 'is

"Well, to be brief, we were met with 


open arms by the real estate people 
of Los Angeles, and not only given the 
Golden Key to their city, but werp fur- 
nished with special guides tp show us 
iH the good things which it contained. 
From first to last we were dined and 
wined and banquetted whenever there 
was an interval in the proceedings of 
the convention. We were given ex- 
cursions to the beach and different 
parts of tbe city, but one thing was 
noticeable, that In all these excur- 
sions and banquets and smokers, there 
was no let-up as to the discussion of 
business pertaining to the new organi- 
eatlon. There seemed to be a sort of 
spirit all the way through among the 
Delegates present, that time was ex- 
tremely limited and there was much to 
b* accomplished 
during 
the 
short 


space. Harmony existed from begin- 
ning to end, and not a word of ill- 
feeltng was expressed during all of the 
Jeliberations. The only pleasant rival- 
ry which existed was that of the two 
cities, San Jose or Oakland, should be 
the meeting place of the next conven- 
tion, and owing *o a little wire-pulling, 
San Jose won out.

a. second visit to Ocean Park yester- 
day and at 2 p m. I think it would 
be safe to say that from twelve to 
fifteen thousand people lined the beach 
between Santa Monica and Payle Bel 
Rio.

country, 


which would occupy a space of not 
less than a page of your paper Times

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The New Memorial Day. 


Memorial Day is losing its character. Much of its solemn sig- 


nificance is lost on the second generation that has sprang up since the 
surrender at Appomattox, and the day is taking on the aspect of a 
holiday. The element of grief is lacking in its celebration, if we ex- 
cept the feelings of the scanty, bent and gray remnants of the mighty 
host which rallied to the defense of the Union more than forty years 
ago. 


The great mass of living Americans knew not the heroes of '61, 


and cannot fully appreciate the stress of the Titanic struggle between 
,the States, with its countless tragedies and agonies, its trials, sacrifices 
and high heroisms. Only those who lived while that bloody drama 
was in progress can enter fully into the feeling of the time when the 
nation was rent by contending armies and the red visage of war was 
familiar in every hamlet in the land. 


(It is but natural that this generation should view Memorial Day 


from a different standpoint than the one occupied by the survivors of 
the war period. Time is a great consoler. It heals wounds and soft- 
ens the memory of suffering. 
And the dominant note of American 


life is optimism. We are too busy striving to spend much time 
mourning. We respect our dead and care for the graves in which 
they are laid, but as the Civil War recedes into history we are more 
disposed to glory in the valor of the men who saved the Union than 
to weep over their tombs. There is more of the thrill of admiration 
for their deeds than of sorrow for their passing. 
The flowers strewed 


on the graves are garlands of victory rather than offerings of sorrow 
bedewed with tears. The gayety is subdued somewhat, but there is 
more of gladsomeness than of grief in the ceremonial of laying flowers 
where the heroic dead rest. 


This is not because our people are lacking in either feeling or 


gratitude, but because nature asserts itself here as well as elsewhere. 
The National union has long ago been restored in spirit as well as in 
political form. We are one people again. There is no hostile feel- 
ing to keep alive sad and bitter memories. The yeais have flown and 
the thunder of Grant's and Sherman's guns have ceased too long to 
have even an echo for this generation. Memorial Day will long 
survive, but in time it will become a gala occasion, a time for rejoicing 
that the Union was saved and that America produced such a multitude 
of brave men to offer their lives in devotion to a National ideal. 


Civil War Restricted States Rights. 


The editor of the Nevada City Miner-Transcript has not read 


THE TRIBUNE'S remarks a= carefully as he should or he would 
not say, as he does, that this paper asserted that the Civil War utterly 
destroyed States rights. This paper said the Civil War destroyed 
Jefferson's theory of States rights. It was the Calaveras Prospect 
which alleged that the States have no rights since the "late un- 
pleasantness." 
Much as we esteem the Prospect, we do not care to 


be responsible for its utterances. That the powers of the States have 
been much restricted since the Rebellion is not to be denied, but the 
extreme theory of centralization advocated by Hamilton is not sanc- 
tioned by the courts and is not entertained by Constitutional lawyers. 


It has been demonstrated that national stability required a modifi- 


cation of the extreme States right theory held by Jefferson, Patrick 
•Henry, Nathaniel Macon, Senator Maclay and John C. Calhoun. 


Experience proved that Jefferson attempted to carry the prin- 


ciple of local self-government to an extreme that threatened the na- 
tional government with complete disorganization. This threatened 
disorganization was not averted by Hamilton, but by the judicial de- 
cisions of Chief Justice Marshall laying down the doctrine that the 
Federal Government was vested with all the inherent powers neces- 
sary to its own preservation. When Lincoln was inaugurated in i86r 
he was particular to state his fidelity to the Constitution and his in- 
tention to refrain from invading the rights and powers of the respec- 
tive States. 


More recently, President Roosevelt, when asked to interfere when 


the militia of Colorado were overriding all law and deporting men 
from the State, closing up mines, etc. by force of arms, declined to 
do so on the ground that he had no constitutional warrant for inter- 
ference. 
In the Alabama registration cases the Supreme Court not 


long ago reaffirmed the doctrine that the States had exclusive juris- 
diction of their own domestic affairs. 


But the right of secession which Jefferson deemed to be inherent 


no longer exists, being prohibited in terms by' the amended Con- 
stitution. Our Nevada City contemporary is right in saying Hamilton 
had no liking for the Constitution, but nevertheless his advocacy of 
it in the Federalist papers contributed in no small degree to its ratifi- 
cation. While not decisive, it was potent enough to be classed as a 
great public service without calling motive into question. 


A contemporary says we must close our gates against the enor- 


mous inrush of foreign immigrants. Easier said than done. If im- 
migration is to be stopped our traditional policy will have to be re- 
versed, which will be no easy matter. It required many years of 
strenuous agitation to exclude the Chinese, who had no right to vote 
and were without influential kindred who 
sympathized 
with their 


coming. The growing magnitude of the European exodus to these 
shores is nevertheless a question of the deepest moment. How to 
successfully deal with it is a perplexing problem which we trust will 
not prove baffling. 


The Duke of Sutherland's visit to California is a reminder that 


there are^some large land owners m even as small a country as Scot- 
land. His grace of Sutherland owns nearly one thirteenth of the en- 
tire superficial area of the kingdom, his holdings aggregating some 
1,200,000 acres, a territory two-and-one-third times as large as all 
Alameda county. But the greater portion of this immense landed 
estate embraces the more barren and mountainous parts of Scotland, 
much of it being fit only for sheep grazing and grouse shooting. 


Late dispatches from Tokio indicate that Admiral Togo has 


scored one of the greatest victories in naval annals 
He has destroy- 


ed or captured all the fighting ships of consequence in Rojestvensky's 
fleet. 
If the extent of the Japanese victory is not greatly exaggerat- 


ed, the \var on sea has been entirely ended by one blow. It is likely 
that peace negotiations will result, for the banking houses of Europe 
will probably impress upon the Czar the futility of continuing a 
struggle \\hich promises nothing but further disaster and humiliation. 


Rojestvensky's armada has been dealt a smashing blow. 
No 


doubt the Japanese suffered severely, but apparently they have suc- 
ceeded in scattering the Russian fleef and crippling it to such an extent 
as to render it unfit- for active sea operations. Should the remnants 
reach Vladivostok, it will only to be bottled up there, leaving the vic- 
torious Togo in complete command of the sea. Should that occur 
and Oyama succeed in cutting the railroad between ITarbin and 
Vladivostok, the latter place is likely to prove another Port Arthur 
'in case the war is prolonged. 


PRAISE FOR MAYOR MOTT, 


Mayor Frank Mott of Oakland wants a new City Hall. He an- 


nounces that Oakland needs a City 'Hall more than anything else that 
he knows of. His idea is to build on the site of the present City Hall. 
Mayor Mott proposes to call a meeting of business men and have the 
matter thoroughly discussed before any steps are taken to lay the 
matter before the peqple. This action, in case the matter gets be- 
yond the talking stage, will do away with a lot of opposition which is 
sure to crystalize when a few men get together and map out a pro- 
gram which they want the voters of a city to endorse. The disarming 
of much of the expected opposition by this means is a shrewd move on 
the part of Mayor Mott. 


Mayor Mott is going in for other improvements. 
One is the 


patting of all wires in Oakland underground. At a conference with 
representatives of companies having wires in the city, an ordinance 
has been drafted which provides the time in which this work shall be 
done. If this ordinance is passed and enforced, the last of the un- 
sightly overhead wires will be underground in the business district in 
four years. Mayor Mott seems to have a faculty of getting things 
without friction, and under his regime Oakland bids fair to progress 
in several channels of civic improvement and beautification. And m 
the matter of underground wires, Alameda would do well to follow in 
the footsteps of her sister across the estuary. — Alameda Argus.

Improving San Pablo Avenue. * 


The prospect of the speedy improvement of San Pablo avenue is a 


welcome one to the people of Oakland. That thoroughfare is one of 
the most important in the city, yet it is in a worse condition than any 
of the main arteries, while the traffic on it is rapidly increasing. Dur- 
ing the last two winters its condition was shocking beyond belief. 
In many places the mud and water stood from six inches to two feet 
deep for days together, and a majority of the crossings were deep 
with mire. It is extraordinary that the property owners along the 
avenue should have been content to permit such conditions to exist, 
for they have been the worst sufferers thereby. However, the neces- 
sity for paving the street has* finally impressed itself upon them, and 
an asphalt pavement will be laid down* this summer, either by volun- 
ta,ry action or by order of the Council. It is within the power of 
the Council to have the avenue paved on the district plan if the prop- 
erty owners cannot come to an agreement about improving the high- 
way, 
and this course will probably be resorted to in case the present 


movement fails. 
It is to be hoped that no drastic action will be neces- 


sary, and apparently none will be, as the property owners appear tn 
be in earnest in their desire to have the avenue paved without further 
delay,

ODD THINGS ABOUT MONEY. 
Business men throughout Canada 


are disturbed at the preponderance of 
American coins in trade circles. Ways 
and means are beins sought to exclude 
American silver coins as far as possi- 
ble from business channels. 
The Ca- 


nadian Bankers' Association has pro- 
posed to the Canadian government that 
It reimburse the banks for the charges 
of shipping: American silver back to 
the United States the banks at the 
same time to taJce an equivalent 
amount of Canadian silver. There has 
been no disposition to refuse American 
bills for the balance of trade Is heav- 
ily in favor of the United States and 
the bills are accepted at par by the 
banks for shipment to corresponents 
throughout the United States. 
Chinese mints are literally "coining 


money" on a scheme recently hit upon 
by which copper coins are minted at a 
comparatively small cost and made ex- 
changeable at the rate of ninety for a 
Mexican dollar. At Hanschau 2(M>*0,- 
000 of these copper coins are 
being 


made every month 
and 
shipped' to 


Shanghai. 
The coins 
are 
officially 


known as the 10-cash coins, corres- 
ponding to our American 1-cent pieces. 
One hundred of these 
coins 
weigh 


slightly over twenty-four ounces and 
a pound and a half of copper costs 
only from 10 to 20 cents. No great 
amount of power is needed to convert 
the copper into coin and plenty 
of 


labor can be had at from $4 to (8, 
gold, a month. 


According to Chinese computation, 


the pound and a half of 
copper 
In 


money is worth about $1.12 Mexican, 
or SO cents in 'gold. While issued at 
the mints for 90 cents to one Mexican 
dollar, so great Is the demand 
for 


these copper coins among the Chinese 
that they pass current among the peo- 
ple for from 95 to 97 cents. A new 
mint with an output of 2,000,000 of 
these coins a day will start up 
in 


Hangchau this month. The new coins 
are no.t only driving the old cash coins 
otrt of circulation, but will have to be 
reckoned with when a new monetary 
system is made for the Chinese em-

MISSOURI GIRLS BECOHE 


LAWYERS "JUST FOR FUN 


But Now That They Have Passed the Examination, 


• It is Proable They Will Follow Their 


Favorite Profession Seriously. 


JOPL1N, Mo , May 29.—Miss Delia Sharp of Carthage, and Miss Anna 


Campbell of Joplin, are full-fledged lawyers. 
The young women, who are 


both court stenographers, took the examination for admission to the bar, as 
required in Missouri, purely for the enjoyment of the novelty, but it is gener- 
ally understood that they will practice their profession. 


The proceeding by which the young women were admitted to practice 


in all the courts of Missouri was held in Judge Howard Gray's court, when a 
favorable report concerning the knowledge of the law of the two fair appli- 
cants was made by a committee of the best lawyers of the Jasper county 
bar. 


The committee was composed of thorough lawyers and the gentlemen 


appeared in the examination to which they subjected the young women to 
be disposed to guard the Jasper county bar against incompetent members. 
The whole field of law and equity from the days of Justinian and Gregory 
•was exploded in the examination 
The fair disciples of Blackstone were re- 


quired to scatter information broadcast like the law department of a State 
University, and it was a revelation to the members of the examining com- 
mittee to observe the readiness with which the young women disposed of 
questions, especially those pertaining to the rules of practice as established 
in the courts of this State and county. 


The applicants for license to practice law gave evidence of familiarity 


with all the commonly accepted authorities on the elementary principles of 
law and equity. They had read the commentaries of Blackstone and Kent 
and were especially familiar with the writings of Blackstone. 


Miss Sharp and Miss Campbell are natives of this State and have lived 


in Jasper county all their life time. Miss Anna Campbell makes her home

Professor John Lyle Harrington, C. E., 


..as compiled and edited a very Interest- 
ing and instructive work entitled "The 
Principal Professional Papers of Dr. J. A 
L. .Waddell." 
• 
Dr. Waddell has received the honorary 


degrees of doctor of science from McGill 
University, Canada, and doctor of laws 
from the University of Missouri, as we!l 
as his professional C. B. from Rensslaer 
Polytechnic Institute. 
He is one of the 


best known engineers and professors of 
civil engineering In the "United States. 
He is a member of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers, of the Rensslaer So- 
ciety of Engineers, of La Societe des En- 
genieurs Civils, of the Canadian Society 
of Civil Engineers, of the Japanese En- 
gineering Society (Kogaku Kyokai), and 
many similar organizations. He is also a 
member of the University of Missouri 
chapters of Phi Beta Kappa and Tau Beta 
Phi and a charter member of the Society 
for the Promotion of Engineering Educa- 
tion. 
It is easy to be understood, therefore, 
that, with his lifelong devotion to the 
teaching and practice of his profession 
and his ripe 'experience, his professional 
papers and publications should command 
the interest and attention not only ot 
students and engineers, but of the eeu- 
eral reading public. 
One of the most interesting papers in 
this book is entitled "Civil Engineering 
Education." and is accompanied by com- 
ments from Professor William H. Burr, 
head of the department of civil engineer- 
ing in Columbia University; Professor A. 
J. DuBois, holding a similar position in 
Yale University; Professor 
George F. 
Swain of the Massachusetts Institute ot 
Technology; Alfred P. .Boiler. C. E.; G. 
Bouscaren, C. E.; W. H. Booth, and many 
others. The discussions by these eminent 
men, 
as recorded in this 
work, 
add 
'frreatly to the interest in the original 
papers, drawing forth their remarks. 
Mr. Harrington has done a-good work in 
collecting these scattered papers anil -'•- 
ing "them to the world in a. form: 
pleasing , and instructive to 
, the engineer 
and the general student in those lines. 
His introductory notes form the con- 
necting links that make the-book ?., con- 
tinuous treatise on civil engineering, and 
while he does not hestitate at times to 
differ 
somewhat 
from 
Dr. 
Waddell's 
views en general Questions—as. for ia- 


ike 


stance, on the Ideal education of the civil 
engineer—yet his sympathetic and intelli- 
gent handling of the material composing 
the -work adds greatly to its value. 
The language's clear, simple and dU 
jet, free from technicalities and instruct 
tive as an example of business and pro- 
fessional English. 
It could hardly be 
otherwise, since the book contains ex- 
amples of the writings of fully 100 en- 
gineers and professors of engineering. 
As the list of names contains those of 
many of the most prominent technists in 
America and their 
discussion 
of 
Dr. 
Waddcll's papers, It Is, perhaps, the more 
remarkable that the book should be so 
free from language unintelligible to the 
on! inary reader. 
Dr. Waddell's paper on "Civil En- 
gineering Education" Is fully and freely 
discussed, not only by the editor, Mr. 
Harrington, 
but 
by 
Professors 
Burr. 
DuBois and others,, who agree that the 
education of the civil engineer should be 
founded upon a broad and liberal cul- 
ture. 
This and many other chapters are of 
general interest, bearing on broad and 
general questions, but the work is espe- 
cially valuable to engineers,, because it 
deals with many practical problems such 
as dally confront the man m the field or 
the designer in his office, and also to the 
young engineer just starting out In his 
career, treating, as it does, in great de- 
tail, the various subjects discusseid. 
Dr. Waddell emphasizes the fact that 
the science of the engineer consists In 
adapting means to an end, in using the 
materials on the ground to the best 
possible advantage and with the least 
practicable cost. Any engineer can build 
a bridge, lay a 
foundation, 
drain 
a 
swamp, provided all materials are fur- 
nished. 
The 
problem 
'then--, becomes 
merely a matter of computation and cost. 
But engineering/work is rarely conducted 
with ideal conditions, and the skill of 
the engineer Is shown in 
overcoming 
natural difficulties or in forcing them to 
become aids to his work. 
The papers in this volume were writ- 
ten by a man who came to his desk fresh 
from his triumphs in the field. He tells; 
us of real and difficult problems solved, 
of formidable obstacles overcome, and he 
gives abundant advice, practical in its 
nature, rather than simply theoretical. 
He- lays much stress on the drainage of 
land, a subject on which too. little has 
been written. 
The first chapter in the 
book, entitled "Railroad Drainage." al- 
though written in 1S7S, is as instructive 
today as when it was published—that is. 
shortly after Dr. Waddell had completed1 
a term of service in the construction of 
that portion of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way lying northwest of Lake Superior. 
His 
various papers, on engineering 
problems in Japan are due to the fact 
that Dr. Waddell was for several years 
professor of civil engineering in the...Im- 
perial University of Tokio. They will be 
•of interest to the general'reader as well 
as to the engineer, since' they show, in- 
cidentally, the engineering conditions In 
Japan twenty years ago. 
• His advice to young-Japanese engineers 
might .well be impressed today on every 
class graduating in civil engineering from 
bur home institutions. 
The papers following this, with the ex- 
ception of one on the advisability of In- 
structing engineering students in the his- 
tory of the engineering profession, are 
more technical in character and are illus- 
trated with maps, -charts and drawings 
bearing on specific engineering problems. 
The engineer will read with .profit .and 
interest the" chapters on railway bridge 
designing, the -compromise standard sys- 
tem -safe 
working stresses, elevated 
railroads, foundations (relating to work

BERKELEY, May 29.—In 
a small 


room in the basement of the Chemis- 
try building at the University of Cal- 
ifornia a station of the United States 
Geological Survey bgp been establish- 
ed on the work of which depends the 
success and progress of the vast Irri- 
gation and reclamation projects un- 
dertaken by the government The sta- 
tion IB the only one of its kind west 
of the Mississippi and there is no other 
in the United States with as complete 
an equipment or w'lose work is as vast 
in scope. 
Thomas H. Means, engineer of soils 


of the United States. Geological Sur- 
vey, is in charge of the station. He 
is assisted in the work by C. H. Stone, 
assistant analysis! of the department. 
No Irrigation or reclamation project 
from the Mississippi to the Coast or 
from Montana to Mexico can be un- 
dertaken by the government engineers 
without first consulting these two men 
and their corps of workers in their 
laboratory at Berkeley. 
Samples of 


the soil to be reclaimed must first be 
sent to the Berkeley station to find out 
its agricultural value and the kind of 
irrigation and amount-of water nec- 
essary to make it fertile; samples of 
the water to be used in the Irrigation 
project must also be analyzed to de- 
termine the amout of mineral matter 
suspended in it and the nature of the 
silt or sediment it contains. At pres- 
ent samples of silt from forty different 
rivers of the great Northwest are being 
analyzed by Chemist Stone and on the 
result of his tests will depend the na- 
ture and amount of work undertaken 
by the government in the -districts 
mapped out for reclamation. The chem- 
ical value of the silt, its plant sustain- 
ing qualities and its alkaline proper- 
ties are all carefully noted and placed 
in the records of the department. 
The reclamation -work of the govern- 


ment has been one of the big under- 
takings of the Administration of Pres- 
ident Theodore Roosevelt. 
He, as 


much as any of the engineers of the 
Department 
of the 
Interior 
under 
whose direction the work has been go- 
ing on, Is interested in the grkat eco- 
norqic work that is to make the track- 
less deserts of the Middle West blos- 
som as the rose. In California three 
of these reclamation projects are al- 
ready under way—the Klamath, Sac- 
ramento and Imperial projects are al- 
ready "Under way and Mr, Means and 
his assistants at Berkeley are now 
making the tests that will determine 
the speed with which the engineers 
can proceed with, the digging of canals 
and the building of reservoirs and tha 
draining of land—for the reclamation 
work 
Includes 
the 
redemption of 
swamp -as well as desert country, Of 
these three undertakings the Sacra- 
mento valley work ig the largest in 
scope and before the task Is completed 
will represent the largest piece o£ re- 
clamation work ever undertaken by 
the United States, The reclamation of 
the desert wastes of the Carson Sink 
district in Nevada is almost finished. 
This Is the largest work undertaken by 
reclamation service thus far. 
A« the result of this great work over 


200,000 acres of arid land in the Car- 
eon valley heretofore practically val- 
ueless, have been made fertile and ar- 
able and worth In the neighborhood of 
122,000,000. The last reservoir sit* on 
the lower part of the Carson river and 
the big concrete dam on the Truckee 
river near Hazen are still In process of 
building. The cement for this work is 
all being made at mills near Suisun. 
and its strength is being tested in tha 
laboratories at Berkeley. Mr. F. W. 
Huber. another member of the Geo- 
iogical Survey is supervising this part 
of the work. In all some 225 lateral 
irrigation and drainage ditches which 
will distribute water through sections 
of four townships have 
been con- 
structed in the Carson Valley. These 
figures give come idea of the extent oC 
the reclamation work.- 


A special feature 
of the 
Nevada 
work, however, has just been under- 
taken at the direction of Mr. Means. 
I "file Ml Simms of San Francisco, has 
been sent by the bureau of forestry to 
Nevada to select the most arid and al- 
kaline desert land in the State and 
send samples of the soil to the labor- 
atory in Berkeley so that it can be 
thoroughly analyzed. After the neces- 
sary tests have been made Means will 
advise the method of irrigation to tie 
employed and the experiment will de- 
termine just how far and with how 
much hope 
of 
success reclamation 
work in most unpromising regions can 
be pushed. 
The Klamath project in Northern 
California and Oregon includes the 
draining of several lakes, among them 
the Little Klamath. Feather and Tule 
lakes. Analyses at the Berkeley labor- 
atories made by Mr. Stone have de- 
termined that the land at the bottom 
of these1 lakes is the most fertile ag- 
ricultural soil in the world and the re- 
clamation work will uncover over 100,- 
000 acres of it for cultivation. 
Tests of the soil and water in the 
Sacramento 
region 
are now 
being 
made, $1000 having been appropriated 
by the last California legislature to as- 
sist in defraying the expenses of the 
laboratory work. These tests are all 
being made in the rooms in the base- 
ment of the Chemistry building at the 
University of California, and at th? 
same time soil and water from all 
parts of the United States and from 
every district where reclamation woric 
has been suggested are ieing examin- 
ed and reports are sent out which de- 
termine whether It will pay to reclaim 
the land in question and 
if EC the 
method to be used. The work repre- 
sents the latest advance in soil chem- 
istry and agricultural science and ths 
station at Berkeley has the distinction 
of being the first and only plant of its 
kind in America.
